revolution. According to Stalin the 
job of m aking Russia technically 
strong is done and it’s now time to 
train political corpsmen for the 
political battles inherent in world 
revolution. 
“ Stalin tells us that he has had 
'lo fight his own extrem ists con­ 
stantly because they preferred to 
rush ahead without consolidating 
their strength and preparing for 
an offensive in a sensible way. No. 
Etalin is not an ally to capitalist 
and socialist countries, and he is 
not a prisoner of the politburo— 
at would be more nearly correct 
to say that he is the politburo.”
